Under a sense of these obligations, and with the 
emancipation, they would repress the spirit and ab- 
stain from the language of sweeping denunciation.— 
So far as the influence of this Society extends, it may 
be considered as pledged to promote those calm and 
kindly feelings which are congenial to the constilu- 
tion and habits of thinking of northern citizens ;—to 
frown upon all attempts to alienate the different séc- 
tions of the republic ;—to promote the progress of re- 
formation by mild and peaceful, rather than by harsh 
measures,—and to scek the good of the slave by gain- 
ing the confidence of the master, rather than insure 
his interminable bondage, by exciting distrust, fear 
and opposition. 

In the month of May last, a pamphlet was issued, 
under the direction of the Board, for gratuitous dis- 
tribution, embracing important facts concerning the 
Colony of Liberia, and developing principles connect-

| Valuable additional Territory has been purchased, 
\both at Grand Cape Mount and Grand Bassa—and 
‘settlements, it is expected, will soon be commenced 
at both these places. The chiefs of Grand Cape have 
‘made the grant of lands on the sole condition that set. 
'tlers shall be placed upon it, and that schools shall be 
\established for the benefit of native children. The 
jannual exports from Cape Mount, are estimated at 
\from 60 to 70,000 dollars. Both the agricultural and 
\commercial interests of the Colony have greatly ad- 
\vanced, during the year. Coffee has become an arti- 
cle of cultivation and twenty thousand trees have 
ibeen planted by a single individual : at one of the vil- 
jlages of the recaptured Africans. The agent saw 150 
acres planted with cassada and other vegetables. Dur- 
ing the year, preceding the first of May last—59 ves- 
sels had visited Monrovia,—of which 32 were Ameri- 
cons, 25 English and twa French. Caravans have 
visited the Colony, from remote parts of the interior. 
Three churches have been erected,—one at Mon- 
rovia, and two others at the villages of the recaptur- 
ed Africans. The agent of the Society, Elliot Cres- 
son, has done much for the cause in England. He 
has remitted to the Pennsylvania Col. Society $1332 
and to the Parent Society $2429. One generous in- 
dividual in England has offered to give £500, if nine 
others will consent to do the same, and it is hoped 
that such a number of subscriptions may be obtained.
